I he bread and drinke which thuu deuou- 
rcit 1s worle then poyton ynto thee : tor vn- 
l cile we rifc tothe conhideraton of the loue 
ot God towards vs, as a father towards his 
cluldren, who proudeth thele thinges tor 
vs, by what right can we thinke that they 
perteine vnto vs - We lee thercetorc that 
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VP on the [ ard« ,Iom whole « ncl\ good- 
ncy and mcrcy it commeth that the wo: 1d 
1s, and we and all thinges hauc by him 1:tc 
and becing and moung. But the Lord 

hath more excellently dechiged ky good 
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nes to vs by his creatures, as the Prophete 
by this noteth in that he addeth [and cons 
rinueth for cuer.] No man can denie but
